Tub French Expedition to Ejtypt. 

The most novel spectacle of all was a 
carefully organized and equipped expe¬ 
dition of 100 or more scholars, who, ac¬ 
cording to what was then the fashion, 
were destined to gather the treasures of 
the pharaohs and of- tho Ptolemies for 
the collection of Paris.

In his hours of solitude the 
great solitary read iu Bacon how he 
who dominates others loses his own lib¬ 
erty; in Mine, de Staelhow hard it is 
to keep the acquisitions of ambition; in 
Mercler of an oriental visionary who, 
after the glories of temporary success, 
ended his days in exile and forgetful¬

A Maimed Beggar, a Solitary Half Dollar 
and , the Contest Between Two Con¬ 
sciences Unsettled—A Usually Calm Mind; 
l,ut a Compromise Was Arranged. 

Mr. W. D. Howells has written for 
The Century two papers entitled “Trib¬ 
ulations of a Cheetfud Giveri” giving 
his experiences with dhe begging frater¬ 
nity. The following is taken from the 
first paper: 

Some months ago, as I was passing 
through a down town street on my way 
to the elevated station, I saw a man 
sitting on the steps of a house. He 
seemed to be resting his elbows on his 
knees and holding out ho.th his hands. 

As I camo nearer I perceived that he 
had no hands, hut only stumps, where 
the fingers had been cut Off close to the 
palms, and that it was these stumps he 
was holding out in the _ mute appeal 
which was his form of begging. Other¬ 
wise he did not ask charity. "When I ap¬ 
proached him he did not look up, and 
when I stopped in front of him he did 
not speak. I thought; this rather fine in 
its way; except for his mutilation, 
which the man really could not help, 
there was nothing tfS offend the taste; 
and his immobile silence was- certainly 
impressive. 

I decided at once to give him some¬ 
thing, for when I am in the presence of 
want or even the appearance of want, 
there is something that says to me, 

Give to him that asketh,” and I have 
to give or else go away with a bad con 
science—a thing I bate. Of course I do 
not give much, for I wish to he a good 
citizen as well as a good Christian, and 
as soon as I obey that voice which I can¬ 
not disobey I hear" another voice re¬ 
proaching me for encouraging street 
beggary. I have been taught that street 
beggary is wrong, and when I have to 
unbutton two coats and go through three 
or four pockets before I can reach the 
small coin I mean to give in compli- 
anQe with that imperative voice, I cer¬ 
tainly feel it to he wrong. So I compro¬ 
mise, and I am never able to make sure 
that either of ; those voices is satisfied 
with me. I am not even satisfied with 
myself, but I am better satisfied than if 
I gave nothing. . That was the selfish 
reason I now had for deciding to yield 
to my better nature and to obey the 
voice which hade me “Give to him that 
asketh, ” for,‘as I said, I hate a bad con¬ 
science, and of two baa consciences I 
always choose the least, which, in a 
case like this, is the one that incensed 
political economy gives me. 

I put my hand into my hip pocket, 
where I keep my silver, and found noth¬ 
ing there but half adollar. This at once 
changed the whole current of my feel¬ 
ings, aud it was not chill penury that 
repressed my noble rage, but chill afflu¬ 
ence. It was manifestly wrong: to give 
half a dollar to a man who had no 
hands or to any sort of beggar.' I was 
willing to commit a small act of inei- 
vism, hut I bad not tiie courage to flout 
political economy to the extent of 50 
cents, and I felt that when I was hid¬ 
den “Give to him that asketh” I was 
never meant to give So much as a half 
dollar, hut a cent,, or a half dime, or at 
the most a quarter. I wished I had a 
quarter. I would gladly have given a 
quarter, hut there was nothing -in my 
pocket but that fatal, that inexorably 
indivisible half dollar, the continent of 
two quarters, but not practically a quar¬ 
ter. I would have asked anybody in 
sight to change it for me, but there was 
no one passing; it was a quiet street of 
brownstone dwellings, and not a 
thronged thoroughfare at any time.

. Prepare Tor Next ’Winter’s Lambs. 

Hothouse lambs are now on the mar¬ 
ket, and they hayebeon selling at good 
prices this season. The question of mak¬ 
ing profit on these lambs is not a doubt¬ 
ful one if the business is conducted 
properly. Like raising early broilers for 
market, the work in raising hothouse 
lambs differs somewhat from the ordi¬ 
nary lamb raising, inasmuch as artifi¬ 
cial conditions must he supplied by the 
owner and carefully attended to. Early 
pin the spring or summer the ewes for 
raising hothouse lambs have to be se.- 
lected for the next season’s work, .and 
those engaged in the business are on the 
lookout’ early for the right animals, If 
the work of selecting the mothers is 
postponed too long, the error cannot ho 
rectified. Early in the year one has a 
choice of the flocks and can., secure al¬ 
most what he needs. 

The ewes for rearing hothouse lambs 
should be motherly in their instincts 
and should be good milkers, so that the 
lambs may never suffer from lack of 
proper nourishment-. The animals to do 
this must be capable of feeding and as¬ 
similating food well, and one with large 
abdominal capacity will usually indicate 
these qualities. The ewes should be sep 
arated from suckling lambs by the 1st 
of June aftd should be kept in good 
growing condition. The early spring 
lamb must be weaned early, and a. lib 
era! grain diet may be necessary. Very 
frequently the right kind of ewes for bo't- 
bouse lambs have lambs with them at 
the time they are selected for this impor¬ 
tant work. They must be kept so that j 
they will drop their young lambs by De¬ 
cember or January, and if the spring 
lambs are suckling them all through the 
summer the mothers will he in no con¬ 
dition for their winter'work. 

The ram should be turned with the 
ewes thus selected about the 1st of Au¬ 
gust, and any neglect to do this may 
make quite a difference in theprices ob¬ 
tained. A difference of a few weeks in 
the selling time frequently makes a dif¬ 
ference of $1 to $8 in the .prices. 'The 
Merino ewes make about as fine mothers 
for hothouse lambs as any that a dealer 
can secure, and if they possess the par¬ 
ticular qualities mentioned above one 
has a good show of success. 

It is also quite essential that the prop- j 
er food for the winter feeding of these 
ewes should be raised, and the prepara¬ 
tion for this must begin this spring. 
They require roots and -succulent food in 
the winter. Turnips are good feed for 
them andean he given regularly .through 
tho lambiug period. Beets are also a fine 
succulent food for them in the winter, 
to be given~along with other foods. It 
is good economy to raise; both of these 
roots for the ewes if any attempt is made 
to raise winter lambs. Silage is a doubt¬ 
ful feed for lambing ewes and even for 
the mothers while the young are suck¬ 
ling.—E. P. Smith in American Culti¬ 
vator.

OUR GIRLS.. 


How, According to It, tlio Sun and 
Planets AVere Formed. 

The finite mind can hardly conceive 
of a time when there was neither sun 
nor planets, yet both the Bible and sci¬ 
ence teach ns that sugIi a state of affairs 
once actually existed. We have all read 
the Biblical account of creation, and not 
a few of ns have spent valuable time 
reading learned essays ou the .condition 
of things in the time of- “the begin¬ 
ning.” It is not the t object of this 
“note” to discuss the origin of the sun 
and the planets from a Biblical stand¬ 
point, nor do we mean to give a resume 
of scientific opinions on the subject. On 
the contrary, we shall confine onr re¬ 
marks to what is known as the “nebu¬ 
lar hypothesis”’ or nebular theory of 
the. origin of worlds andsuns. 

According to the opinion of the most 
learned astronomers, the “beginning” is 
ushered in with the existence- through¬ 
out all space of an undefmable matter 
of .substance called “nebula. 1 ’ This neb¬ 
ula was of sucli wonderful thinness that 
it is believed that millions of miles of 
it could have easily been compressed in¬ 
to a common thimble. The heavier 
portions gradually gathered around 
co mm on centers after the lapse of ages 
and formed planets', suns and stars, 
the light and heat of the two latter be¬ 
ing due to the clashing of their compo¬ 
nent atoms as they gravitate continually 
toward the center of the mass. 

The nebula, origin of the sun and in¬ 
cidentally of . the planets also is thus 
finely set forth in a recent article by a 
well known British -writer: The matter, 
or rather the gas which composes onr 
sun, was once spread out to the farthest 
orbit of the outermost, planets of our 
system—-that is, to the planet Neptune.: 
From the orbit of Neptune this incon¬ 
ceivably tbin mass began to converge, 
growing denser-and denser and-smaller 
and smaller as - it gradually approached 
its existiug dimensions. As it con¬ 
densed, revolving upon its axis, the so¬ 
las: mist left behind it at intervals por 
tions of cloudlike matter cast off from 
its’ equator. 

These masses of gas, undergoing a 
similar evolution to that of tho sun, or 
central mass, have, with great slowness 
hardened into what is now Jupiter, Sat- 
.urn, the earth and the other planets. 
Meanwhile the main central mass, al¬ 
ways retreating,- eventually formed-tho 
sun, itself, the present chief luminary of 
our system , of worlds.—St. Louis Re¬
